UST because we have talked quite a lot about our senior 
sire, the bull that upset the dope, we don’t want you to 
forget the junior sire at Osborne Farm.

ss It will be remembered that the junior sire at Osborne Farm 
is King Ona Pontiac whose picture is shown on this page. We 
have told you a little about his breeding but we are going to. 
tell it over again with a number of additions due to records re- 
cently made by his near relatives. Taking up first the dam’s 
side of his pedigree we find that King Ona Pontiac is from one 
of the most sensational producers in Ohio—Lindale Bonnie Paul- 
ine, Ohio’s only 30,000-lb. cow and also the world’s first 26,000-lb. 
3-year-old. She has two records above 1000 Ibs., her 3-year-old 
production being just over that figure and her 5-year-old record 
being just over 1000 lbs. fat—1250 lbs. butter. ‘ 

The second dam, Pauline Erie De Kol, freshening at almost 
14 years old made a record of better than 750 lbs. butter from 
around 17,000 lbs. milk, a world’s record for her class. The 
third dam of King Ona Pontiac is Ida Erie 2d, another old-timer, 
with a 12-year-old record of 901 lbs. butter, making three direct 
generations of tremendous producers.

and, in fact, every dairyman who is selling milk, is 

seeking methods of improving his dairy herd in such 

a way that the average of his milking herd will in- 
crease. This fact is just as true of commercial herds as it 
is of the purebred herds. Better feeding and management 
will increase production somewhat, but the only marked in- 
erease comes by breeding cattle that have inherited great 
milk production. This means that the sire will either cause 
the herd to increase the production, or he will lower the 
production. A good example of just what a good sire can 
and will do, is illustrated by Virginia Korndyke Butter Boy, 
a sire used at the Virginia Polytechnic Institute with the 
following results:

4,859 pounds milk and 161 pounds butter. 


For the lack of better and more authentic information, it 
was assumed that the requirement of 250.5 pounds of but- 
terfat for a heifer freshening at the age of two years or 
less, increased by (.1) one-tenth of a pound of fat for each 
day over two years until the age of five years is reached, 
when a cow is considered mature and the required pro- 
duction is 360 pounds of fat. The record of a heifer fresh- 
ening at the age of two years and no days and producing 
500 pounds of fat would be considered equivalent to a 
718.4 pound mature record. The number of pounds fat 
produced times 360, the requirement for a mature cow, 
divided by the requirement of the heifer at the age of 
freshening, or in this case, 

500 lbs. fat x 360 requirement for mature cow=718.4 lbs. fat 





250.5 requirement for heifer at 2 years 

or the amount of butterfat this heifer would produce if she 
were mature, handled under similar conditions, and had 
not been injured before she reached maturity. This meth- 
od of estimating records may not be absolutely correct, 
but that point will not be debated. This much can be 
said in its defense: It is based on the requirements of the 
American Jersey Cattle Club, the Guernsey Breeders’ As- 
sociation, the Ayrshire Breeders’ Association, and the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of America for admittance for 
yearly records. 

The standards of 600, 800 and 1000 pounds of butterfat

By Committee on the Revision of the By-Laws: 

Notice is hereby given that the Committee to revise 
the By-Laws will propose the following amendments: 

To amend Section 7 of Article 1. of the By-Laws by 
inserting the words “Executive Committee or” after 
the word “its” and before the word “Board” in line 
23 thereof. 

To amend Section 9 of Article I. of the By-Laws by 
inserting the words “or Executive Committee, after 
notice and a hearing as hereinafter provided” after 
the word “Directors” in line 9.thereof, and to strike 
out the remainder of the first sentence of said Sec- 
tion 9. 


To amend Section 10 of Article I. of the By-Laws by in- 
serting the words “or violation of the Rules of Ad- 
vanced Registry” after the word “markings” in line 
8 thereof. 

To amend Section 11 of Article I. of the By-Laws to 
read as follows: 


“Upon charges being preferred against a member, 
or upon information involving his conduct being 
presented to the President of the Association, the 
President shall investigate the same or cause the 
same to be investigated, and if he deems said 
charges or information to be of such a character 
that the Association should take cognizance there- 
of. said charges shall be reduced to writing and re- 
ferred to the Executive Committee. The Execu- 
tive Committee may also take cognizance of any 
charges preferred against a member by any person 
other than the President. The Executive Commit- 
tee shall thereupon cause a copy of such charges 
with a notice of the time and place of the hearing 
thereof to be served upon said member by registered 
mail addressed to his last known place of residence, 
a reasonable time prior to said hearing, which shall 
not be less than eight days, and like notice shall be 
given to the party preferring said charges. Such 
notice shall contain a statement of the purpose and 
scope of the hearing, and of the action which said 
Committee has power to take regarding his mem- 
bership in the Association. Such notice shall furth- 
er advise said member that he may appear in per- 
son and by counsel, produce witnesses, affidavits, 
documentary or other evidence. In any case when- 
ever in the judgment of the Executive Committee 
the best interests of the Association so require, a 
member may be denied all of the privileges of the 
Association pending the hearing upon said charges 
before the Executive Committee. 


“At the hearing upon said charges, both the per- 
son preferring them and the member against whom 
they have been preferred, shall have the right to be 
heard in person and by counsel and to produce 
whatever witnesses, affidavits, documentary or otier 
evidence he may desire to produce. Oral testi- 
mony given at such hearing shall be reduced to 
writing and signed by the witness. At the close of 
said hearing the Executive Committee shall make 
its findings as to the truth or falsity of such charges 
and shall render its decision thereon, either censur- 
ing or expelling said member, or upon dismissal of

the charges restoring to him the privilege of mem- 
bership in the Association. The action of the Exec- 
utive Committee shall be subject to the right of 
appeal to the Board of Directors as hereinafter 
provided. 


“In case such member is either censured or ex- 
pelled from membership, such action shall be made 
public and written notice thereof shall be forwarded 
by registered mail to the last known address of said 
member, and unless said member or the person pre- 
ferring the charges, shall, within fifteen (15) days 
thereafter, appeal from the decision of the Execu- 
tive Committee to the Board of Directors by filing 
a notice of appeal with the Secretary of the Associa- 
tion, the action taken by the Executive Committee 
shall stand as the action of the Association.

The Proposed Amendments 


HE call for the thirty-sixth Annual Meet- 

ing of the Holstein-Friesian Association of 

America bears out what has _ previously 
been said concerning the importance of the 
propositions to come up for discussion and de- 
cision at the coming meeting in Syracuse. It 
appears that the membership present and repre- 
sented will determine matters of Association 
policy, which reach down to the fundamentals of 
the management and functioning of the Associa- 
tion. In addition to the routine business and 
reports, notice has been given concerning resolu- 
tions as follows: It will be recalled that last year 
a committee consisting of Jas. A. Reynolds, 
Fred Pabst and C. M. Horn was appointed to con- 
sider the matter of giving the by-laws of the 
Association a general revision. The specific 
recommendations of the committee have to do 
largely with changes that will facilitate the trial 
and discipline of members who are charged with 
fraud in the registering of animals or making of 
records. A definite course of procedure is out- 
lined in accordance with suggestions of Justice 
Sears in his opinion handed down in connection 
with the Cabana case. The purpose of these 
proposed amendments is so clear and the pro- 
visions are based upon such excellent legal 
authority that they should have the united sup-- 
port of every member who is interested in seeing 
the Association placed in a position where it can 
deal summarily with offenders. 

The same committee also brings in the rec- 
ommendation that authority to alter, amend or 
repeal the by-laws of the Association shall be 
vested in the Board of Directors. There is 
ample precedent for this course of action in the 
policy of many successful business corporations 
In this connection, however, the thought occurs 
to us that it might help to preserve the interest 
of the members at large in the functioning of 
the Association if an opportunity was provided 
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for a hearing when changes of im 
the by-laws are contemplated. portance in 
Judge Frederick M. Peasley introduces q

mands consolidation of the executive offices of 
the Association in one place. In a letter Dub- 
lished in these columns last fall Judge Peasy 
presented the argument that the moving of the 
offices to some other location would result in th: 
breaking down of the clerical organization of 
those offices. If the Committee should bring in 
a recommendation to locate the National Home 
at either Brattleboro or Delavan the opposition 
on this ground might be modified. In any case, 
the sooner a consolidation of offices is perfected 
the more easily it can be accomplished. 

The resolutions of A. L. Brockway provik 
for reducing fees for transfer to half of the 
present amount, and they further provide that 
all money received for transfers at the reduced 
rate shall be divided equally between the 
tional Association and the State Associations in 
the states from which the transfers originale. 
As these lines are written we lack definite infor- 
mation as to just how this proposed division of 
the money for extension work would affect the 
different states but it is at once apparent that 
the new states, the pioneer territory in which 
encouragement and assistance of the National 
Association is perhaps most needed, would re 
ceive a very small amount of money in propor 
tion to those needs. In other words, by this 
plan the great bulk of money available for er 
tension work would go to states that are selling 
cattle rather than to the development of potent: 
ial markets. The total amount of the presetl 
fees for the first eleven months of the current 
year is $165,982.50, which would be at the rate 
of approximately $180,000 for the full year. 
Under the proposed division the funds for the 
use of the National extension service would 
cut down to $45,000 which would have to tale 
care of prizes for milk and butterfat, the priz 
at fairs and the general expense of the extension 
program. The other $45,000 would be — 
tioned among approximately 48 different “ 
organizations.

based upon a comparison of the exact requirement for the 
age at which the record was made with the requirement 
for entry at maturity.

It is of course 
impossible to draw absolute conclusions from data of this 
Pat as the blood lines are in many cases so widely 
iffused and so closely intermingled.

. New York State Dairymen’s League will pool their 
Starting May 1.

ue headquarters in Utica, N. Y., 50,019 signed correct- 
Cooperative contracts. 


® milk produced by the League members will be di- 
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vided into four different classes. The class and the price 
which the milk buyer will pay depends on the way the 
buyer disposes of the final product. 

Class 1: includes all milk sold in fluid form, and milk 
made into cream and skimmed milk, sold in fluid form. 

Class 2: will include milk made into cream and the 
skimmed milk used in any manner except sold and used 
in fluid form. This class includes milk which is con- 
densed, or made into ice cream, or ice cream mixtures, or 
made into cheese, such as cream, Philadelphia cream, 
pimento, ete. 

Class 3: includes milk that is sterilized and evaporated, 
milk powder, or manufactured into such cheese as Swiss, 
or made into sweetened whole condensed milk or into 
limberger, pineapple, Edam and similar types. 


Class 4: is milk made into American cheese or into 
butter. 

The prices that will be paid the Dairymen’s Leis or 
operative Association by the dealers will be, for all classes 


except class 1, determined by market conditions: that exist 
for the different products in the different classes.

in yearly test. Hollywood Lilith Bonheur 328716 

has completed a record of 29,822 lbs. milk and 
1174.35 lbs. butter. The milk record displaces that of 
Geertje Queen De Kol Posch 2d who set the mark a few 
months ago at 28,866.9 lbs. Thus has the record in this 
class fallen twice within the year. At freshening she 
tested very high making a seven-day record of 34.59 Ibs. 
butter from 538.4 lbs. milk and in thirty days 122.11 Ibs. 
butter and 2191.7 lbs. miik. She came rapidly to her 
milk, however, so that three months after calving she was 
milking over 100 lbs. a day averaging above that figure 
for the months of June and July and averaging over 3000 
lbs. a month for June, July, August, September and Octo- 
ber. This record is not the first occasion when she has 
occupied the limelight. As a junior two-year-old she won 
first prize for milk production, her figures at that time 
being 24.36 lbs. butter and 574.7 lbs. milk in seven days 
and 101.68 lbs. butter and 2360.7 lbs. milk in thirty days.

It was the sentiment of the farmers, 
approved by the county commissioners 
that a county-wide clean-up this yea 
followed by rigid and regular ip 
spections would be cheaper for the 
county and for the breeders in the long 
run than the former policy in which 
the anti-tuberculosis fight was left to 
the choice of each breeder.

KIRTPATRICK’S TWO HOLSTEINS 
LEAD 


Much interest is being shown in the 
Cow Testing Association work in 
Knox and Warren counties, Illinois. 
During the past month, five new 
members, have joined the Knox 
County Cow Testing Association, and 
applications for membership has been 
refused for the present because the 
association has reached the limit so 
far as membership is concerned. 

254 cows were tested during March 
with an average production of 813 lbs. 
milk, 30.8 lbs. butterfat, 53 cows pro- 
duced over 1,000 lbs. milk, 48 produced 
over 40 lbs. butterfat, 50 produced 
over 50 lbs. fat and 4 more than 60 
lbs. About 40 per cent of the cows 
in this association are pure breds and 
all the herds are headed by pure bred 
bulls. Nine members are successfully 
using milking machines, two more are 
planning to install mechanical milkers 
before long. The herd of Charles 
Rowen has just been tested for tuber- 
culosis and found free. 

The highest producing cow in March 
was the pure bred Holstein owned by 
E. H. Kirtpatrick of Roseville. She 
made 1953 Ibs. milk, 62.5 lbs. butter- 
fat. She is five years old and was 
hand milked three times a day by Mr. 
Kirtpatrick himself. She was fed a 
daily ration consisting of nine pounds 
corn and cob meal, nine pounds ground 
oats, two and a half pounds oil meal, 
twelve pounds alfalfa hay and forty 
pounds corn silage. 

The second highest producer was 
also in the Kirtpatrick herd, and she 
too is a pure bred Holstein. She made 
1888 lbs. milk, 62.5 lbs. butterfat. A 
grade Holstein owned by Huggins & 
Brown made 1226 Ibs. milk, 61.3 Ibs. 
fat, a Red Poll made 60 lbs. fat and a 
grade Holstein owned by E. V. Maborg 
made 1556 lbs. milk, 59.1 Ibs. fat. 

The highest producing herd ‘is the 
pure bred Holstein and grade Jersey 
herd owned by Mr. Kirtpatrick, the 
owner of the two highest producirg 
cows During February Kirtpatrick’s 
was the high herd, but this month was 
even better. His nine cows averaged 
1226 lbs. milk,, 46.7 Ibs. fat. Nineteen

TIONS IN BRADFORD COUNTY 


Bradford County, Penn’a now has 
six active Cow Testing Associations 


operating on about one hundred and 
eighty different farms and testing 
monthly about 2600 dairy cows. Dur- 
ing the month just reported in these 
six associations, there were 328 cows 
that produced 40 pounds or more of 
butterfat. The four high cows of that 
number are all purebred Holsteins. 

The first in production is owned by 
H. C. Gates of the Canton Association. 
She produced 79.8 pounds of butter- 
fat. The second high cow is owned 
by Dent Hawthorne of the same As- 
sociation. Her record is 78.3 pounds 
of butterfat. The third highest indi- 
vidual is also owned by Mr. Gates, 
with a record of 76 pounds of butter- 
fat. The fourth high cow is owned by 
Walter Stanton of the Troy Associa- 
tion. She produced 75.1 pounds of 
butterfat. 

The Canton Association, which has 
been in active operation for almost 
eight years, leads the county with 120 
cows to make 40 pounds or more of 
butterfat. Of that number over one- 
half are registered cows. This as- 
sociation in its past year’s work made 
an average yield per cow of 311 
pounds of fat, which is an increase of 
a little over 50 pounds per cow above 
the average yield for its first year’s 
work. 

The outstanding feature of Bradford 
County Cow Testing Association work 
is that all of the high producing cows 
are purebreds. In the eight years of 
continuous testing work over 15,000 
cows have received yearly records of 
production. The highest producing 
individual of that number is a pure- 
bred Holstein owned by C. W. New- 
man. She produced 689.6 pounds of 
butterfat and is champion of the coun- 
ty. 

The excellent results for this work 
has brought about a remarkable im- 
provement and interest for better 
dairy cattle.

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ROYAL SHOW IN NEW SOUTH 
WALES 
By ER'C LLOYD JONES 


The Royal Agricultural Society of 
New South Wales Show at Sydney, 
Australia, opened March 2ist, 1921. 
Professor Henry H. Wing of Cornell 
University, was the judge of the Hol- 
stein section, and it goes without say- 
ing that his wards were made prompt- 
ly, decisively and that they gave 
practically universal satisfaction. 

Professor Wing expressed himself 
as quite pleased with the quality of 
the exhibits, and particularly with 
their evenness and uniformity. He 
thought the leading animals very good 
though not quite comparable with 
such cows as Minerva Beets or with 
such bulls as Oak De Kol Ollie Home- 
stead. The number of Friesians 
shown (46 in all) was of course very 
small in comparison with leading 
American fairs, though an advance of 
nearly three times since 1918 when 
only 16 were shown, 

Both championships went to Eric 
Lloyd Jones, the cow being an 
American bred one from the stud of 
the late J. W. Dimick, the bull having 
come from New Zealand, but being 
the son of an American bred cow in 
Dutchland Colantha Mercedes, a 
daughter of Colantha Johanna Lad 
with a year record as a three-year-old 
of about 950 Ibs. butter. 


Class for Bulls 3-years-old or over 

This class produced the champion 
bull, a lengthy, good handling one with 
fine top lines and rump (wide, straight 
and square) a very dark bull. His 
chief fault was that he lacked some- 
thing of style and in head and car- 
riage. 

Second: A rather beefy bull but 
with good head, front, skin, and fine 
barrel and constitution: not so good 
on top as the champion bull. Carried 
off Reserve Championship. 

Third: Smaller than the others but 
a nice bull though rather plain in 
head. 

Class Bulls 3 years and under 4 

One only, quite an inferior type of 
bull. 

Bulls 1-year and under 2 

A nice class. Winner a very well 
grown bull with plenty of bone, 
though lacking little in heart girth 
and over rump.

Mr. Hardy admits that his principal occupation consists in worrying oye 
his farm. We presume that this refers to the Holstein holdings which he has 
as well, but from the prices that those sons of May Echo Sylvia have beep 
bringing him and the offspring from those other great cows in his herd we must 
state that were we in his place our worries would consist mainly in wondering 
how we could raise money enough to pay our income tax. 

Mr. Hardy has always taken a great interest in Canadian national politics, 
He has practiced law a bit and is a very extensive traveller. Among the public 
offices he has held are position on the directorate of several public charities, 
He has been both president and vice-president of the Provincial and National 
Liberal Societies, a member of the Board of Trustees of Queens University and 
a trustee of the National Consumptive Sanitaria Association. 

The herd at Avondale Farm consists of 140 individuals. May Echo Sylvia 
and her sun Champion Echo Sylvia Pontiac are the chief centers of interest, 
Mr. Hardy expects the whole herd to carry the blood of May Echo Sylvia with- 
in the next two or three years. This cow he states is the best cow he has ever 
owned and when a representative of the World asked him to name the best 
bull he ever had he stated that he thought Champion Echo Sylvia Pontiac will 
undoubtedly show himself to be the best, although he thought well of his 
predecessor King Pontiac Artis Canada and his predecessor in turn Prince 
Hengerveld Pietje. 

Mr. Hardy has found his farm profitable although he established it partly 
for pleasure and partly for healthy exercise. He believes it could be made 
still more profitable if he desired to take upon himself the greater responsibility 
of having a still larger herd.

A Fight That Never Ends 





Even after a herd has been officially 
declared by Uncle Sam to be_ tuber- 
culosis-free, there is no opportunity 
for a cessation of the care and Vigi- 
lance which the owner has previously 
exercised against the appearance and 
multiplication of the tubercle bacilli 
among his animals. It is a con- 
tinuous case of there being no rest for 
the watchful—and watchful all herd- 
owners must be, constantly on their 
guard against this insidious germ of 
the dairying world. Evil results often 
obtain where the dairymen rest in 
peace and content once their herds 
have been designated on the govern- 
ment honor list of accredited herds. 
For such activities are generally as- 
sociated with a relaxation in the care 
and caution previously pursued in 
maintaining the stables in a_ disease- 
free condition. And myriads of T. B. 
germs are constantly on the lookout 
for just such opportunities to slip in 
unobserved and, subsequently, to 
wreak ruin, destruction and death. 

Just to drive home this contention 
that the dairyman must never relax 
“his watch on the Rhine,” the fact that 
last year 74 of the 3,488 dairy herds 
which had already been accredited, 
were demoted and dis-accredited be- 
cause they showed presence of _ in- 
fection and reactors, is outstanding. 
The introduction of purchased animals 
from herds which have not been 
tested, the “over-the-fence intimacy 
of tested animals with cattle which 
had not been tested, and the feeding 
of milk to young stock on accredited 
farms which had been purchased from 
neighboring farmers whose herds had 
never been tested resulted in the de- 
ranking of these, erstwhile accredited 
herds. To a greater or less degree, 
they lost their government-guaranteed 
rating because of the direct careless- 
ness of their owners.In other cases the 
failure obtained due to the incomplete 
information of the owners concerning 
the care and management of their 
cattle. Briefly many of the stockmen 
had their herds accredited without 
fully understanding the strict neces- 
sity for potentially guarding against 
the introduction of T. B. germs more 
assiduously than ever before. 

“How can I protect my “herd 
against disasters of this description, 
after I have cleaned the stable of ali 
infection,’ the average herd owner— 
new to the intricacies of the accredit- 
ization plan—may ask. 

Herds once accredited, subsequently, 
should never be exposed: (1) To con- 
taminated milk or manure from a 
neighboring farm where the cattle 
have not been tested and where in- 
fection has prevailed, (2) To associa- 
tion with infected cattle at shows, 
fairs, or livestock expositions, (3) To 
infection throigh the purchase of un- 
known cattle and their introduction 
into the herd, and (4) To disease in- 
troduction by exposure on adjoining 
pastures with neighboring herds which 
have not been tested and cleaned up. 
In every single instance, where the 


owners of accredited herds desire to 
buy additional cattle, they should be 


sure to purchase animals only from 
accredited herds where they are 
relatively certain of procuring an- 
mals which are free of tuberculous 
infection. When the farmer purchases 
an animal from an accredited herd, he 
is buying an animal of standing anu 
repute—other conditions being equal 
—which carries the official stamp of 
approval of Uncle Sam as being free 
of bovine tuberculosis infection. Such 
an individual in the long run, is the 
cheapest buy, even if the initial cost 
is considerable as compared with the 
haphazard purchase of untested cattle. 
The tubercle germs are the cleverest 
crooks of the livestock world. They 
eke their way into the herd by art or 
artifice, and after introduction there 
is only one efficient agency for the 
determination of their presence—ex- 
cept in especially advanced cases 
when, in some intances, external and 
physical examination will evidence the 
presence of the disease—and this is 
the tuberculin test. 

When unavoidable conditions some- 
times make it necessary for a dairy- 
man to purchase cattle from an un- 
accredited herd, it is imperative 
that he purchase such animals subject 
to tuberculin test, and re-test 60 to 90 
days after purchase. Such precautions 
—although not as safe as purchasing 
directly from accredited herds—are 
the best protections which the stock- 
man can utilize in trying to maintain 
his home herd free of contagion. All 
such newly purchased animals should

By wy 
detected promptly, the minimum = 
damage occurred as compared 4 
what might have happened if these 
diseased cattle had not been locate 
in time. This experience indicates 
how essential it is to continue the 
testing of accredited herds regularly 
and painstakingly, even after they 
have been qualified as disease-free. 
Recently, the accredited herds 
regulations have been revised to the 
extent that now an accredited hery 
which temporarily loses its official 
status due to the presence of inp 
fection, may regain its official position 
within six months by the thorough 
practice of a clean-up and the disposal 
of all reacting or suspicious n- 
dividuals. At the end of a half year 
where careful and rigorous testing— 
usually combination or check-testing is 
practiced in such cases—shows uv 
further signs of tuberculosis con- 
tamination, the government again will 
accept the herd as_ accredited ana 
reinstate it as such. Heretofore, the 
regulation has been that twelve 
months must elapse after the herd 
was cleaned up before it could gain 
accreditization reinstatement. 








Holsteins in Saskatchewan 


LAWRENCE M. WINTERS, University of Saskatchewan 





Holsteins are rapidly coming to the 
front in the province of Saskatchewan. 
This prairie province of the great 
North-west with an area of 251,700 
square miles has been looked upon 
from the outside as the bread basket 
of the North-west. And so it is, but 
that bread is being buttered as well; 
last year the province produced over 
30,000 lbs. of butter and the Black and 
White Holstein cut an enviable part 
in that production. 

There are 374,062 so called dairy 
cows in the province and here as in 
all new countries the new-comers in 
many cases have not been as particu- 
lar in their choice of stock as they 
might, but they are rapidly beginning 
to appreciate the advantages of good 
dairy blood. It is gratifying to any 
Holstein enthusiast to see the great 
improvement that the breed is mak- 
ing on the scrub cows. And it is also 
gratifying to see how the size, large 
capacity and rugged qualities of this 
breed are appreciated. 

The settlement of this province is 
being pushed on and on to the north. 
It has now passed the north branch 
of the Saskatchewan river, 55 degrees 
north latitude or about 500 miles 





north of the Montana line. This north 
country has abundant pastures and 
lots of grass left for hay. It becomes 
more hilly and therefore affords more 
protection and in place of the climate 
growing more severe it-is really milder 
than farther south on the open prai- 
ries. It has another great advantage 
and that is that rainfall is more 
abundant and so there is always & 
good crop of grass. In judging at 
one of the country fairs in this north 
country the cattle show was almost 
exclusively Black and Whites. 
Another thing that is helping to 
push the dairy industry is the Pro- 
vincial Government’s aid to co-oper 
ative creameries. If a group of farm- 
ers wish to organize a co-operative 
creamery they take the matter up with 
the Provincial Department who sends 
a man out to look over the field. If 
he decides that it is a good field for @ 
creamery the government gets behind 
the proposition and furnishes seventy- 
five per cent of the capital, the other 
twenty-five is furnished by the farm- 
ers. Eight per cent is paid on the i 
vested capital and any surplus is pro 
rated among the patrons of the cream

ery. This type of organization has its 
great advantage from the marketing 
end of the work as all of the coopera- 
tive creameries in the province work 
together through the government of- 
fice. This enables them to do much 
better than bargaining and shipping in- 
dependently. 

One of the latest cooperative moves 
undertaken by the dairymen in this 
province is by the milk producers of 
Saskatoon. They have taken over the 
control of the Saskatoon Pure Milk 
Company and promise to deliver a 
superior product at a lower price than 
the city has had in the past. This 
new venture will be watched with 
considerable interest vy surrounding 
cities. 


The provision of winter feed has 
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been one of the big drawbacks in the 
past. Needless to say this district is 
not in the corn belt although good en- 
silage corn is grown here. But the 
introduction of sunflowers in this sec- 
tion is the thing that is proving a big 
help on that score. Sunflowers yield 
at least twice as much and pound for 
pound the ensilage has proven to have 
a higher feeding value. Some trouble 
has been experienced with the sun- 
flower ensilage freezing too hard (it 
is very watery) but many are now 
overcoming this by running in about a 
third of oat bundles or oat straw. 
The dry oats absorb the excessive 
moisture and thus it saves consider- 
able nutrients as well as being an 
auxiliary against excessive freezing.

ltcin or attempt to obtain from any) 
such club association, society or com- 
pany a certificate of productive merit 
cr record ot performance of any pure 
bred cow during such test period, 
shall be guilty of a gross misdemean- 
or and punished by imprisonment in 
the county jail for not more than 
twelve (12) months or by a fine of not 
more than one thousand dollars ($1,- 


000.00). 

Section 2. This act shall take effect 
and be in force from and after its 
passage.
